Sudden death swept across the’ 
country Sunday, bringing to a tragic 
end plans for Christmas celebra tions.“ 
An undetermined number of persons 
lost their lives in a series of major 
accidents yesterday. 

Four persons were killed and three 
others injured seriously in a head-on 
crash between a passenger bus and 
an automobile near Pittsburgh. 

Two airplane wrecks took a toll of 
three lives. ‘The flame-seared body 
of an airmail pilot was found in the 
wreckage of his plane near Wart- 
burg, Tenn. He was burned to death. 

Thomas Girard and Clarence Broz 
died from injuries incurred when their 
plane crashed at a private airport 
near St. Louis. 

Three men were killed and 14 per- 
sons injured, none seriously, in a 
collision of two trains near Dela- 
ware, Ohio. The trains were behind | 
schedule because of the holiday rush, 
authorities said. f 

Four other persons died and five 
were hurt when an automobile plowed 
into the rear of a truck near Lin- 
coln, Neb. :

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 
Territory, Dec. 23.—(/)—The first 
group of 450 expatriates from North 
and South America arrived today 
with free round-trip tickets to vote 
in the January 13 plebiscite, and 
were received by cheers and weeping 
from excited Saarlanders. 


Twenty-five thousand persons from 
all parts of the Saar territory jam- 
med in front of the railway station 
shortly after breakfast and st 
there three hours waiting to see the 
450 nazi voters from across the seas. 


A boisterous reception punctuated 
with deep-lunged “heils’’ and nazi 
salutes and frequent singing of the 
“Horst Wessel” and Deutschland 
Ueber Alles” contrasted sharply with 
previous arrivals of foreign troops 


trouble. 
Greeted in Silence, 


English tommies, Italian guards and 
other troops were greeted for the 
most part in stony silence as they 
arrived Saturday. 

A Sunday crowd even greater than 
that which gathered to watch the in- 
coming voters assembled later to view 
the arrival of the final Italian con- 
tingent. Not a sound was uttered 
except for an ironic ripple of laugh- 
ter when a soldier slipped on the 
smooth cobblestones and dropped his 
rifle. 

The special train from Bremen 
and Hamburg, where the expatri- 
ates debarked from the ships Bremen, 
New York and Monte Olivia was 
feted at all stopping stations as it 
crossed Germany ‘Saturday night and 
entered the Saar early Sunday. Beer, 
coffee and sandwiches were carried 
in to the passengers. 

Officials Meet Trains. 


German front leaders, city officials 
and relatives met the train here and 
took the group to leading nazi cafes 
for breakfast. : 

Families that had been separated, 
some of them for more than a decade, 
mingled their tears with joyful mani- 
festations of reunion. 

Nazi cheerleaders whipped up, the 
crowd, leading tremendous “heils” as 
the travelers, some with American 
flags on their coat lapels, left the 
station. A small boy carrying the 
Stars and Stripes was among the 
first to be swallowed in the 
crowd. 

It has been estimated that 55,000 
expatriates will participate in the 
plebiscite, of which 48,000 will be 
from Germany.

Secret Buying of Planes 
Is Denied by Germany 


Stories Charging Smuggling of Ships From 
United States Absurd, Says General 


Werner von Blomberg, in Interview.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.— 0 00— General 
Werner von Blomberg, defense minia- 
ter of Germany, in an intimate half- 
hour chat today referred all questions 
regarding military B to Chancel- 
lor Hitler for reply, but otherwise 
for the first time in months broke 
silence to assure the world Germany 
is not importing American airplanes 
secretly. 

He declared further that he is not 
thinking of resigning as defense min- 
ister, that he favors universal mili- 
tary training as a substitute for the 

resent professional army, and that 

rmanys storm troop labor service 
may constitute a vast reservoir from 
which this conscript army will 
drawn. 

“The question you raise—regarding 
Germany's position with reference to 
armaments—is one which of course I 
am not authorized to answer,” the 
general observed. “A ey to this 
purely rhetorical question I, as a tech- 
nical. military expert, cannot give you. 
That is solely up to Der Fuehrer as 
the reich's chancellor.“ 

“Let me explain, herr general,” I 
said in German, “what prompted my 
visit te you, Scarcely a week passes 
but our office is queried concerning 
Germany's position with refrence to 
armaments. I have consistently re- 
plied that I am not a military .spy

pand I can report only on the 1 
acknowledged facts. I would be hap- 
py, of course, to get an authoritative 
answer. May I read a few of these 
quéries to you?” 

The general nodded. I produced at 
random a story that deadly new gases 
were allegedly being manufactured at 
Mossburg. Bavaria; the United States 
senate munitions committee's intima- 
tion that military airplanes were 
being smuggled from America to Ger- 
many; the assertion of one of the 
du Pont brothers that Germany was 
manufacturing quantities of high ex- 
plosives despite the treaty ban, and 
some others. 

An amused smile played about the 
lips of the defense minister. : 

“You know we read so many absur 
statements daily about our military 
affa that we have given up even 
trying to deny their arrant nonsense,” 
he said.

Outstanding Disclosures. 

Nye said some outstanding disclos- 
ures of the inquiry were: 

“The government manufactures 
ammunition at 33 per cent less cost 
than private industry, according to

“Evidence that du Pont has been 
willing to sell to Europe for less than 
to the United States provided secrecy 
of the difference can be maintained. 

“During the war, men who were 
stockholders in munitions plants acted 
for the government on _  contractin 
with these plants. Lieutenant Colone 
Williams, a stockholder in du Pont, 
signed for the government contracts 
with the du Ponts involving more 
than $49,000,000. 

“The attitude of the war and navy 
departments which shows them willin 
to have our private manufacturers se 
secret processes, powder and every- 
thing else even to countries likely to 
be our foes in another war.”

Lindbergh Collections Disclose 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 23.—()—+‘ 
Charles A. Lindbergh was revealed 
here today as a new pioneer ip sci- 
ence—the first man to gather proof 
that microscopic bacteria; fungus 
spores and pollens, including some dis- 
eases, are carried all the way across 
the north Atlantic by winds of the 
upper air. 

The flyer collected these tiny forms 
of life at many points hig over 
northern waters during the flight he 
and Mrs. Lindbergh made across the 
north Atlantic in the summer of 1933. 

The collections were made in co- 
operation with Fred C. Meier, of the 
department of agriculture, who plan- 
ned the work and made the announce- 
ment today. Meier, a plant patholo- 
gist, analyzed the organisms brought 
back by Lindbergh. The disclosure 
was delayed until the results were 
worked out. They will be published 
in the January “Scientific Monthly,”

Use creams if they clean 
you thoroughly, or soap and water, 
or a liquid cleanser, Get a pure 
product, made by a reliable manufac- 
turer, but get clean. 

Then use a cream suitable to your 
skin, ant either rub it over the face 
lightly, or pat it in ‘gently. I like to 
pat the eream on before à bot bath. 
It gives it a chance to soak into the 
skin. 

Remove your eream with tissues. 
Then take a bland tonic or skin lo- 
tion of some sort aud pour a little of 
it over a lump of ice in a small bowl. 
Take à pad of cotton and soak it in 
the ice-cold lotion aud flap it againsc 
your face to close the pores and re- 
fresh and stimulate the skin. 

Dry the face with tissues, just 
blotting them on the skin, not rub- 
bing too hard. 

Use a foundation cream suited to 
your skin—a little is enough.

With a brush, (baby’s tooth brush 
is my choice) brush the poWder out 
of the eyebrows and then take a 
small pad of cotton, and wet in ton- 
ing lotion. Wipe the eyebrows with 
that, Take another elean piece, dip 
it into the lotion and wipe the pow- 
der off the eeylashes. . If fou want 
eyelash makeup, use it the last thing 
of abe #5. 

There is a new way of mixing. your 
own cream for massaging’ to get ex- 
actly the consistency you prefer. Get 
a jar of the cream and à bottle of oil 
that is used for complexions. Pour 
a bit of this pure oil into the cold 
cream, and stir it, making it just the 
weight you like it. The cream’ as it 
now comes it a bit too thick for me. 
I don't care it that heavy. So 1 
pour in the oil till it's just the thick- 
ness I like. This oil helps, too, to 
drive cream into the pores. The 
cream is not at all expensive.

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WEST AIDED MOST BY AAA 


Despite the disastrous drouth of 
last summer, and the occasional 
plaint from republican sources 
that the south is securing the lion’s 
share of benefits under the federal 
recovery program, analysis of fig- 
ures showing improvement in all 
agricultural sections surprisingly 
places the west at the top of the 
list. 

In a recent statement sum mariz- 
ing the comeback staged by agri- 
culture, Horace Bowker, chairman 
of the board of the American Chem- 
ical Company, points out that Kan- 
sas shows the greatest increase for 
the year, with a total farm cash in- 
come of $228,000,000, 4 51 per 
cent increase over last year; South 
Dakota, Indiana, lowa, Illinois, Ne- 
praska, Ohio, Florida and some of 
the cotton belt states follow, in 
about the order named.”

the pace toward general recovery, 
Mr. Bowker says: 

Preliminary estimates indicate a 
total farm cash income for the cur- 
rent year of $6,600,000,000, including 
$550,000,000 benefit payments and 
$60,000,000 from emergency eattls 
purchases. This is an increase of 


81.120.000, 000 or 22 per cent. over 
the preceding year's farm cash income 


of $5,480,000;000, which included 
$229,000,000 benefit payments. 

The upward trend in farm income 
is being well sustained, as shown by 
the fact that farm income for October, 
the latest month for which final esti- 
mates are available, amounted to 
$736,000,000, compared with $659.- 
000,000 in September; and $620,000,- 
000 in October, 1933. 

The higher prices for farm prod- 
ucts, which have brought increased 
revenues in spite of decreased pro- 
duction, have created a marked im- 
provement in the ratio between 
the prices received and prices paid 
by farmers. This price relationship 
reached its point of greatest disad- 
vantage to the farmer in the fall of 
4932, when prices received were 
only 65 per cent of those previous 
to the war, and prices paid mounted 
to 107, the ratio of the farming 
purchasing power having, therefore, 
declined 61 per cent. Now this 
ratio has increased to 82 per cent, 
and is constantly improving. 

The bettered financial position of 
the farmer is already being com- 
municated to the industrial and 
commercial interests of the coun- 
try. Combined with the revived 
buying in the cities there has re- 
sulted the largest holiday trade 
since the boom years. 

The full effect of the farmer's 
increased revenues and the upward 
bulge in urban buying is still to 
reach industrial elements of the 
country’s economic system. Stocks 
of goods are now depleted to an 
unprecedented extent and factory 
wheels must begin to whirl at an 
increased pace in order that these 
stocks may be rebuilt to a normal 


size. 

In view of the benefits the west- 
ern farmers have secured under 
the AAA it is not surprising that 
they have voted overwhelmingly for 
a continuance of production con- 


tions the democrats made substan- 
tial increases in sections that have 
been solidly republican.

Surely the price 
of 500 seals is an infinitesimal sum 
in comparison to the stake of life 
itself.

They will be, if every person who 
has overlooked doing so, will buy 
his or her seals today. 

OTTO’S CHANCES BRIGHTEN 

The reported agreement between 
Austria and Hungary on the ques- 
tion of the return of Archduke 
Otto to the throne of the old Haps- 
burg empire is probably an out- 
growth of the recent controversy 
between Yugoslavia and Hungary as 
to the responsibility of the latter 
country in the recent assassination 
of King Alexander. 

Austria has been ready for the 
return of the monarchy for many 
months, Chancellor Kurt Schusch- 
nigg having directed the major poli- 
cies of his regime toward strength- 
ening the possibilities of Otto’s en- 
thronement. 

The main stumbling block has 
been that Austria, stripped by the 
treaty of Versailles to a mere ren 
nant of its former great territory, 
will be helpless, whatever its form 
of government, if its area is not 
increased. A determined effort, 
therefore, has been made to inter- 
est the Hungarian government in a 
reconstruction of the old Austro- 
Hungarian empire—or at least ‘a 
step toward that end—through the 
combining of the two countries, 
with Otto as ruler. 

Premier Goemboes, of Hungary, 
has heretofore shown little enthu- 
siasm over the proposition, but now 
is said to have reversed his atti- 
tude and will go to Rome to seek 
Mussolini’s support of a reunion of 
the two nations under the Haps- 
burg pretender. If the reported 
change in Goemboes’ attitude is 
true, it has undoubtedly been 
caused by the realization of the 
helplessness of the country before 
such ‘insults as have been handed 
out by Yugoslavia during the past 
few weeks in the accusations of 
complicity in an assassination plot, 
in sending soldiers over the border 
and in driving out thousands of 
Hungarian residents. 

Hungary has 2 population of 
8,800,000, while Austria has 6,700,- 
000 inhabitants. The combined 
population of the two would bring 
approximate strength with Ru- 
mania’s 18,000,000 people, Czecho- 
slovakia’s 17,000,000 and Yugo- 
Slavia’s 14,000,000. The re-crea- 
tion of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire would thus contribute an- 
other nation of equal strength to 
the central European countries. 
Since it would not be strong 
enough to abuse its neighbors, nor 
weak enough to invite attack, it 
would probably have 2 definite 
steadying influence on middle Eu- 
ropean political conditions.

ANIMAL EXPERIMENTATION 
AND HUMAN IMPROVEMENT. 
Just where, I’ve often wondered, is 
the line of demarcation between wit. 
humor and nonsense? One critic 
frowns at the lightest touch of jocu- 
larity in a discourse about health, as 
being facetious, imperils dignity and 
destroys confidénce. Another disap- 
proves if the writer or speaker is too 
darn serious, as that has a bad moral 
or. actually morbid effect. I reckon 
nobody knows, and it is after all a 
question of individual opinion. A lit- 
tle nonsense, yes, but just how much 
of this seasoning to use in a dish that 
will appeal to the majority of tastes? 
So it is with vitamins, too. We're 
learning a whale of a lot about the 
six vitamins which have been recog- 
nized to date, namely vitamins A. B. 
(B was formerly designated G), C, D, 
E and G (G was formerly designated 
B). Most of the newer knowledge 
about the function of the vitamins in 
metabolism or nutrition is gained by 
animal experimentation. Some of it 
applies perfectly to human nutrition, 
but much of it cannot be accepted 
without modification through exten- 
sive experiments on man, clinical ex- 
perience, testing or trying out in prac- 
tice.

But at Del Rio he was removed and physicians took 
him to one of the hospitals there. His blood count was 
high. And so Dr. Sam Ledbetter, president of the Ala- 
bama alumni and a well known surgeon, performed the 
operation with the aid of two other physicians with the 
team. They served as orderlies as the small hospital had 
none. 

The operation revealed they had acted wisely. The appen- 
dix would had bursted before reaching El Paso on Sunday morn- 
ing. The doctors found the hospital small, but acceptable. 

Meanwhile the train waited. There was sheer drama in the 
small town hospital where doctors were at work, The night was 
bright with a great moon. The air was cold. There was noth- 
ing to do but wait to see what the operation would reveal. It 
was an anxious hour of waiting. And it left Alabama weakened 
at a critical position—tackle.

Boxing Called 
‘Ugly Duckling’ 
Of 34 Sports 


By Jack Cuddy. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—(UP)— 
Professional boxing today was brand- 
ed the “ugly duckling” of sports in 
probably the most withering indict- 
ment ever drawn against any branch 
of athletics—an indictment that rolled 
off red hot typewriters of sports edi- 
tors throughout the country who cast 
ballots in a United Press poll. 

The stupidity of chiseling promo- 
ters and matchmakers, the apathy of 
fighters, the lack of heavyweight tal- 
ent, the parsimony of managers, the 
ignorance of phenagling commissions 
and officials and the taint of racket- 
eering relegates boxing at the close of 

to a position even lower on the 
sports ladder than professional wres- 
tling, according to the editor. 

These charges were deposited as a 
Christmas present on boxing’s thresh- 
old in comment that accompanied the 
editors’ ballots on two questions (1) 
What is the best heavyweight fight 
that could be staged in 1935? and (2)

When? Why? 

Some emphasized that boxing as a 
. has not lost its public appeal. 

hey said the packed arenas at im- 
portant amateur tourneys proved this. 
But professional boxing, for a score 
of reasons, has lost public confi- 
dence. No longer is there as much 
assurance of entertainment at boxing 
matches as at wrestling “exhibitions. 

Of the 302 editors who voted, only 
39 saw possibility of a boxing revival 
in 1935. One hundred and thirty- 
eight others believed the game might 
come back some time within a decade, 
if evils were eliminated. And 125 
saw no hope of revival. 

Regarding the W pag heavy- 
weight battle for 1935, editors 
figured there was none worth while 
staging. Jack Clark, of the Alameda 
(Cal.) Times-Star, suggested, “Tarzan 
vs. Pop Eye the Sailor.” Other bal- 
lots were cast as follows: Baer- 
Hamas 92; Baer-Schmeling 46 Baer- 
Carnera 44; Baer-Lasky 30; Max 
Baer-Buddy Baer 18; Baer-Joe Louis 
10; Baer-winner of an elimination 
tourney 6; and miscellaneous 

Most of the editors had sugges- 
tions for improving the game. Several 
said only another combination like 
Texas Rickard and Jack Dempsey 
could save the belt and block indus- 
try. Others insisted that the poli- 
ticians and racketeers be driven out; 
that Madison Square Garden’s stran- 
gling monopoly on heavyweight cham- 
pions broken; that champions 
should be forced to fight at least twice 
a year; that champions give up-their 
sidelines such as movies and cabarets 
and concentrate on fighting; that a 
new promoter be appointed at Madison 
Square Garden, that fighters consent 
to battle on a strictly percentage 
basis like wrestlers, etc. 

J. J. Peri, of the Stockton (Cal.) 
Record, suggested: “Boxing will come 
back when the sport is organized on 
a national basis like tennis, golf, base- 
ball, ete., and it has one official chal- 
lenge match for the championship in 
each division once a year. This can 
be done through a national boxing 
commission.” 

Wilbur Wood, of the: New York 
Sun, one of the country’s best known 
boxing authorities, said: Boxing 
moves in cycles. Now it is in 
trough. It will improve slowly but 
it’s possible to say when. It will 
require some new and better heavy- 
weights. But it never will reach the 
peak, financially speaking, of a few 
years ago, when Dempsey was in his 
prime.”

Indoor Records Made. 

‘Since indoor track records are not 
recognized by the international body 
indoor meets are held extensively 
only in the United States—several 
other outstanding performances were 
not considered. Notable among these 
were Cunningham's 4:08.4 for the in- 
door mile—only 1:7 seconds behind 
his amazing outdoor record: Keith 
Brown's pole vault of 14 feet 4 inches; 
and Walter Marty's high jump of 
6 feet 8 3-4 inches. 

For Bill Bonthron, the close crop- 
ped, former Princeton athlete, the 
year 1934 held a particular signifi- 
cance. for he finally managed to de- 
feat his old rival, Jack Lovelock, the 
English star. In 1933. Bonthron ran 
the mile in what was then the world 
record time of 4:07.8, but was defeat 
ed by the Oxford boy. He lost again 
to Lovelock in the Princeton Cornell- 
Oxford Cambridge meet in London 
and later at Amsterdam, but Bonthron 
finaly caught up to him at Paris 
in the 1,500 meter race and won a 
decisive victory. 

There is some possibility that 1934 
will go down as the vear of the great 
battles between Glenn Cunningham 
and Bill Bonthron, whe are, accord- 
ing to the record books, the greatest 
middle-distance runners in. history. 
They met five times in all, twice in- 
doors and three times out, Bonthron 
winning three times to Cunningham's 
two. 

BONTHRON WON FIRST. 

The first match between the two 
was in the New York A. C. indoor 
games, where Bonthron won the mile 
by a single stride. A few days later, 
Geunitahans evened the score in the 
national indoor championship 1,500- 
meter run, the finish being so close 
that they were both clocked at 
3:52.38, a new record. 

Cunningham left no doubt as to 
his supremacy the next time they 
met, which was in the Princeton_in- 
vitation games in June. Here Cun- 
ningham ran the mile in 4:06.7, the 
mark which was accepted by the in- 
ternational federation as the world 
record. Bonthron made a great come- 
back after this, beating Cunningham 
in two consecutive races, the first in 
the national intercollegiates, on the 
Pacific coast, where he was clocked 
at 4:08.9, and a week later in Mil 
waukee at, the — 1 A. 22 
championship, where he mace 
ring Minish and knocked the 1.500 
meter mark down to 3:48.88.

Just as it a good policy for the de- 
clarer to play for his contract and 
forget about overtricks when the at- 
tempt to make extra tricks involves a 
risk of being set, so it is the business 
of the defense to lure him into break- 
ing this rule when the play for the 
overtricks seem likely to lose. On to- 
day’s hand the South player became 
the declarer at a contract of four 
hearts, which should have been made 
with the greatest of ease.

Construction has begun on the new 
dines to be added to 37 already in 
Service outside Cordele, the county 
eat, which built its service lines and 
sed them to the county. 

The plant is under the complete 
control of the Crisp county power 
commission, composed of seven mem- 
bers—three county commissioners, 
elected by popular vote and four se- 
Jected by the grand jury, two being 
elected each year for two-year terms. 

It was back in 1923 that a survey 
for the location of the county hydro- 
electric plant was decided upon. 
Such an undertaking had been advo- 
cated for many years by the late 
Charles E. Brown, editor of the Cor- 
dele Dispatch.

islature, an amendment to the state 
constitution permitting Crisp county 
to bond itself for $1,250,000 for the 
purpose. a ; 
On August 1, 1930, the plant, lo-

The power commission says 
plant will produce, with its standby 
aide, 19,200 horsepower and will af- 
ford at 1 cent per kilowatt hour a 
half-million dollars annual income.
